WASHINGTON-^(Associated 


Press)—The Wastaugtoa gov- 
ernment has agreed to sell a 
quantity of war material to the 
Obregon government in Mexico 


The decision was reached aft- 


er a request for such action 
had been received from the Obregon 
government and is understood to 
have been prompted by a desire to 
aid that government, which is faced 
t)} an armed uprising. 


Altho details of the transaction arc 


still pending before Secretary Weeks, 
tne material involved is said to in- 
clude military nfles now Stored ai 
Tort Sam Houston or other army 
depots near the border and ten miL- 
Uuy airplanes.

Decision of the Washington admin- 


Ntiation to make the sale came some- 
« hat as a surprise, inasmuch as Presi- 
dent Harding on April 23, last, Inade 
a statement of policy for the war and 
navy departments which opposed the 
sale ot any surplus military equip- 
ment to foreign powers. 


Inquiry at the state department pro- 


duced only the following statement: 


"The .Mexican government has pre- 


sented a -request to this government 
*o eel! si a limited quantity of war 
material. 
This government has ex- 


pi essed its willingness to make the 
sale in view of the relations between 
this government and the Mexican 
government, which was formally rec- 
ognized last September, and of the 
importance of fflie maintenance of 
stability and orderly constitutional 
procedure in the neighboring repub- 
lic." 


All of the material contemplated 


for sale is now available at army 
depots in the eighth corps area. No 
ciders have vet been senttby the war 
department to make deliveries but it 
is expected that the rifles will or 
taken from* surplus stocks of Ameri- 
can Hianufactured^EnfieWs which were 
turned out in vast quantities during 
the World War. The war department 
also has on hand a vast reserve sup- 
ply of ammunition, much of whicu 
probably would become useless with 
deterioration before it could be used 
bv the American army. 


No Information was obtainable as 


to the type of army planes likely to 
lie delivered^ to the Mexican govern- 
ment. The army air sendee also still 
a^ a war surplus of machines rapidly 
becoming obsolete, altho still entirely 
suitable for the purposes of the Mexi- 
can government in fts present conflict 
with the De La Huerta forces. 
HARDING POLICY 


The statement of policy in the mat- 


ter of sale of surplus military equip- 
ment jto foreign powers was laid down 
bv President Harding in a letter to 
Secretaries Weeks and Denby at the 
time that Poland was understood to 
have made informal overtures for the 
Purchase of surplus rifles and ammu- 
nition from the United States.

Press)—Failing health due to injuries 
received in the World War hss causec 
Sir Auckland Geddes to resign hi 
post as ambassador for Great Britain 
at Washington, and it is the expecta- 
tion in informed circles here that Sir 
Esme William Howard, at prcaent 
British -ambassador at Madrid, will be 
named as hi& successor. 


Altho virtually an invalid for sev- 


eral months suffering from eye troub- 
les caused by gas on the western 
front, the resignation of Sir Auck- 
land came somewhat as a surprise, 
for recent word from England, where 
he has been on leave had indicated 
that he was improving and would sail 
for America next week. 
OFFICIALS SILENT | 


Officials both at the state depart- 


ment arid at the British embassy de- 
clined to discuss the resignation pend- 
ing formal announcement from Lon- 
don. Sir Auckland is understood to 
iiave been in constant communication 
in recent months with England with 
members of the embassy staff and 
other friends m Washington and in- 
variably to have written optimistical- 
ly of his "health and his expectation 
of ultimately being fable to return to 
lis post at Washington. 
He was 


stricken last spring with eye trouble, 
a recurrence of a malady during the 
years since the war, and for weeks 
was rohfined to a dark room but 
eventually recovered 
sufficiently to 


return last June in feeble health to 
England. It was his intention to re- 
main there only three months but 
twice that time elapsed without the 
necessary improvement being noted 
in his condition. His resignation is 
understood1 to be due exclusively to 
considerations of health.

This in brief is the description of,

CALLED PRACTICAL. 


Backus' idea has been pronounced 


practical by air engineers, and oni> 
the lack of capital to finance the 
proposition prvents the 
establish- 


ment of several,of thepe fields for 
ipst purposes, and eventually 
a 


"string" of them, across the Ameri- 
can continent. 


Backus contends that the field is 


practical for day flying because it 
uould bs visible many miles on ac- 
count of its extent and form. 
He 


turther says that during heavy fogs 
the shafts of light extending upward 
would pierce beyond the fog and 
furnish a. guide to air pilots, enabl- 
ing them to ciicle around the sig- 
nal tower, knowing that by such fly- 
ing, gradually going downward, they 
uould eventually reach a safe land- 
ing at some point in the field. 


Should there be a number of 


planes seeking a landing, the appar- 
atus is so arranged that when any 
atiator reaches the field and seeks 
,i hangar, the pressing of a button 
v..ll change the signal lights in the 
arrow, to indicate that the field is 
clear for the next craft to effect a 
landing.

claimed for his field by Backus is 
that a flyer could never reach the 
end of it, because flying in a circle,

Bat Backus would not have the 


land around tne track and inside of 
it remain of-co use. He would bar*

He asserts that with 3SO such 


landing fields stretching across the 
continent, all raising hay. tens of 
thousands of dollars wotald be real- 
ized in a financial way, to say noth- 
ing of the lives of aviators and pas- 
sengers which might be saved jjith 
safe and available landing places,. 


Winter flying would also be ad-

But under the heaviness of the 


European 
situation the domestic 


business world went on independent- 
ly. The spring saw various indus- 
tries producing as tho there was an 
unlimited outlet for all commodities. 
The result was expansion in the 
early part o£ 1928—the country be- 
gan to run faster than the pace- 
maker. Basic commodities were bid 
up and there proved to be a labor 
shortage. 
The natural result was 


a rise in priCM. And then the inevi- 
table reaction when it was realized 
that Europe was for some time out 
of tha usual trading area. 


The country found itself in sev- 


eral respects In a state of overpro- 
duction. The bonanza swing to oil 
resulted. In overproduction and the 
same awkward situation repeated it. 
self In copper, iron and steel and 
leather. 


Nevertheless, the basic fabric of 


the country was healthy. A conserv- 
ative business policy -was the best 
play, with inventories low-^thc prac- 
tice of the immediate post-war years 
still being the rula among business 
men. 


An analysis of the business struc- 


ture for the year shows that the 
underpinning of the domestic busl- 


conslsted of 
two 


railroads as that closing. 
Among 


the reasons for eucb a condition the 
one most prominently advanced was 
that of maintenance expeditures In 
1923. 
The program for putting the 


railroads, especially 
equipment, in 


the best condition has been fulfilled, 
it was explained. An unprecedented 
amount of traffic has been handled 
—it is estimated that the total car 
loadings for the year were In 
ex- 


cess of 50,000,000—almost a million 
car loadings a week. 
The result of 


the traffic was a great increase in 
the revenue for most of the roads, 
except in the northwest.

timated that maintenance costs for

were $300,000.000. Railroad

•Jbe able to pay a license fee of $100 and then spend 
four or five hundred dollars for a meter or a high 
monthly rental for it. 


The city commission acted wisely when u declined 


to heed the plea of the big taxi operators. A monop- 


oly In such a business Is not advantageous to the 
public and should not be permitted

streets are used by the concerns and they should pay

And the dry spell naturally 


comes before a rain. 


One might just as well reason that fair weather 


precedes a battle. 


Maybe you wero raised on a farm and acquired 


a lot of superstltition about the moon's 
effect 
on 


weather. 
Many generations of soil uilcrs aU?a>s 


planted seed in "the dark of the moon." 


The Weather Bureau again steps in, and says mod- 


ern science "is unable to find any evidence that the 
moon affects the weather to any appreciable extent." 


Tho movements of our atmosphere generate our 


weather changes. These movements represent the dis- 
sipation or using up of a groat amount of energy in 
the form of heat. 
This heat comes from the sun. 


The moon is a cold dead planet and sends r.c heat to 
us. So it can't influence the \\eather noticeably. 


The moon, pulling on the earth,^Aocs cause a tide 


In the air, same as it causes ocean tides. But del- 
icate measurements show that this moon-caused air 
tide is Insignificant in its effects. 


Weather is regarded by the sun, almost entirely.

Electrical Christmas Display Is 


An Unusual Exhibit 


OCCUPIES AN ENTIRE ROOM 


Contains Railways. Houses and 


Model Lighting System 


An electrical Christmas display at 


the home of Elmer B, Ray, 654 6. 
Ehzabeth-rt. is attracting consider- 
able attention In the city. Daily the 


is visited by many persons 


who bare only praise ior the unique 
and interesting display. It denotes 
six months effort by Ray, who is 
employed as a mechanic by .the 
Stelner Machinery Co. 
He came 


here recently from Wheeling, W» Va. 


Tbe parlor of the home is used by 


Ray for his display which takes tip 
almost every available Inch of space 
m the room. In one corner of the 
room is a small wooden power house 
with a generator and a motor from 
which ten switches run to the Christ- 
mas city laid out on the floor. 


Ten lines of wires connect the 


powerhouse and transmit power to 
operate the street cars, street lights 
and house lights in the little towc. 
TWO RAILWAY UNES 


Running around the town are two 


railway lines, one a freight line and 
the other a passenger carrying line. 
Engines on both tracks are equipped 
with electric headlights and in the 
passenger coaches are electric lights 
Each coach Is nearly one foot long. 


Ray poshes-in a switch and the 


train leaves the station and goes 
around the city. At the back of the 
room, the south section of a city is 
a tunnel thru which the train passes 
and emerges at a second little town 
nestled back in the hills. 


Along the tracks are electrical 


signalling systems similar to those 
used by the steam railroads and 
when the train passes the danger 
signals are raised 
automatically, 


flashing red and green lights. 


Between the tracks are nestled-the 


railway elation, homes and every- 
thing necessary for a model city.

Stand 


Pat in Their Attitude 


DEMAND THOUGHT LIBERTY 


Won't Cry Peace, When There Is 


No Peace. Leader Says 


NEW YORK—(Associated Frees)— 


Modernist champions of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal clergy announced Sat- 
urday that peace could come in the 
exiting church 
schism oflly if the 


fundamentalists 
were prepared to 


grant them liberty of thought and 
"their own place in the church as 
loyal sons". 


The manifesto, contained in a state- 


ment issued by Dr. Stuart L. Tyson, 
vice president of the Modern Church- 
men's Union, was in answer to an- 
nouncement that a half dozen bishops, 
including Bishops Manning and Lawr- 
ence had met with prominent laymen 
of the church in the first of a series 
of conferences designed to end the ex- 
isting controversy. 


Dr. Tyson, who previously had said 


his organization had not been invited 
to 
Frfdav'B 
DM re conference, »nd 


knew nothing of it until informed of 
the meetmsr by newspaper men, said 
his statement was issued "on behalf 
of the modernis-ts generally". 


"Jf these conferences arc to lead up 


to an 'American Association for the 
Advancement of Religion'," the state- 
ment said, "wherein the modernist 
will be granted that liberty tvhtth he 
unrpsei \ «llj accords his fundamental- 
ist brofher, the whole unhappy quar- 
rel automatically 
will come to an 


end." 


But the modernist, Dn Tyson added, 


"will not cry 'peace, peace, when 
there is no peace'." 


"Every modernist," he continued, 


"will agree that conference is better1 
than controversy. But hitherto con- 
ference and fellowship are exactly 
what his fundamentalist brother has 
refused to Errant him.'' 
MODERNIST ATTITUDE 


He quoted statements from a recent 


address before the American Associa- 
tion for ths Advanceriient of Science, 
declaring that it defined the modern- 
ists' attitude toward truth in general. 


"Tha ultimate truth is elusive. 


When science establishes a truth that 
may mem at first to be ultimate, it 
but points the way to another truth 
lying beyond." 


The modernist, he added, "is bat- 


tling only for freedom, for the right 
to apply the wealth of new knowledge 
to the interpretation of our holy re- 
ligion, EO as to exhibit its unimpaired 
vitality to men and women today." 


The basic issue between modernists 


and fnndatnentalists, he continued, "is 
nothing1 lens than '*»» Tight of the 
Christian minister to think freely and 
to utilize present-day knowledge and 
»n!!xht<>nment In religion as well as 
in all other relations of life." 


While not seeking to force, accept- 


ance of new knowledge on the funda- 
mentalist*, Dr. Tyson said, the mod- 
ernist "will strenuously claim hi* own 
place in the church 
as a loyal son, 


along with the great army of modern- 
ists, from St. Paul to th* present 
day." 


The Modern Churchmen's Union, 


for which Dr. Tyson is spokesman, 
urges less literal interpretation of the 
Bible, and recently led the movement 
to defend the Rev. Lee W. Beaton, of 
Fort "Worth, Texas, against charges 
of heresy which it was reported would 
be lodged ag&nst him.

uation, decided to redeem all the 
•Jerman currency then circulating in 
Belgium. 


It is said to have expected to ac- 


quire six billion marks ia this man- 
ner, but the favorable rate of ex- 
ihange offered induced considerable 
peculation by Belgians 
"who pur- 


:hased marks in Germany and sold 
hem at a profit in their own country, 
o that beveral more billions were 
actually acquired. 


These marks are said to have been 


tored in a large warehouse and a 
guard placed over them, necessitat- 
ing an annual outlay of 60,600 to 
80,000 Belgian francs, besides 
the 


loss of interest. So great has been 
the depreciation in marks that the 
Belgian "treasure," which is said still 
to be under guard, is valued at less 
than $1 in American money at the 
present rate of exchange. 


Another story, which illustrates 


the .extent of depreciation, says that. 
40 box cars would be needed to haul 
$1 worth of one mark notes at the 
'present rate of exchange.

for 


malaria, skin diseases, eye diseases, 
etc., and receive a hootworm treat- 
ment.

Victims of Diabetes on Increase, 


Special Census Shows

Fewer deaths from typhoid fever 


and a larger number from diabetes 
amonfc, Ohio 'tizenJB, ve reported by 
lii» United States Department 
of 


Commerce, which announced the re- 
sults of a special censos of these dis- 
eases for the entir registration area. 


It is noted that in Ohio b-st year 


there were only 333 deaths from ty- 
phoid, a rate of 5.4 per 100.000 pop- 
ulation. This compares 
with 
542 


deaths in 1921 and 435 deaths in 
1920. 


The fight against the disease is 


now so successful that the state takes 
rank with Rhode Island, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota which have practical- 
y removed death's sting from this 
formerly devastating disease, say fed-' 
en.1 officials. It io believed by them. 
,hat it is soon to be rendered as im- 


potent as tha one* dreaded anafip&x. 


The other cM» of tha pictoM k 


leas reassurinE, however! It is shown 
that in Ohio Twt fear then wen 1, 
006 de-iha from diabetes, t rate ol 
16.3 per 100,000 population. This is 
an increase from the 1,067 deattka in 
1921 and 1,025 io 1920. 


It is pointed out by federal offic- 


ials that the data gathered by their 
investigator« indieatea that iu 
dis- 


tricts where deaths from typhoid fa> 
ver have been declining: there hat 
been a corresponding * increase 
in 


mortality resulting- from diabetes. 


For instance, it is shown trat Ken- 


tacky and Tennessee, arith the low- 
est diabetes rate, 8.5, have the " 
t.-t rata^for typhoid, slightly in 
%>f 19 per 100,000 population. 


It Is also asserted that negroes are 


more susceptible to 
typhoid 
while 


white folks are more likely to Sue 
cumb to the ravages of diabetes. 


For the country at large the ty- 


phoid rate is the lowest 
recorded 


since these statistics have been re- 
corded. The rate of 7.5 is 2.1 lower 
than in 1921.
